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Hereas it is Ordained in the Ordinance for the 
weekly Aſſeſſement , Thar if any perſon or per- 
ſons {hall find him,or themſelves agrieved, that he or 
they, is, or are over rated , ſuch perſon or perſons at a- 
ny time before diſtreſſe raken of ts, or their goods, may 
complain ro the reſpetive Commurtees who have exc- 
—_ this Ordinance within the Divifionor Limir, where 
any ſuch perſon &t perſons over rated ſhall be aſſeſſed , 
which ſayd reſpettive Committees, or any two of them, 
ſhall have power upon Examination to releeve ſuch per- 
ſon or perſons as they ſhall ſee cauſe ; yer the true intent 
and meaning of the ſayd Ordinance is, And it is further 
Ordered by the Look and Commons, Thar if any per- 
ſon or pcrſons ſ@ finding themſelves agrieved, be ſuch as 
have not formerly contributed upon the Propofitions, or 
not proportionably to others of their eſtates,nor have bin 
Rated and Payd upon the Ordinance of aſſefſement, En- 
eiruled an Ordinance for the Ailing and Rating of ſuch 
as have notcontribured arall, or gor contributed accor- 
ding to the proportions of their eftares.: Then the ſayd 
parties if they be nor aſſeſſed abovea proportionable parr 
of ſuch ſum or ſums as other men of their Ability have 
payd upon the Propoſitions , or have been aſſeſſed and 
ave payd upon the ſayd Ordinance of nor exceeding the 
Twentieth part. The {aydRares ro ſtand and nor to be al- 
ered , Provided neyertheleſſe that no Perſon be aſſeſſed 
above the ſum of teri pouiids the Week.
